The problem to be solved by philosophy 
was as old as the svience and remained 
unaltered down the ages. The idea that the 
immense advance made by the empirical 
sciences had abrogated the mental and moral 
sciences was quite untrue. The unsettling 
of men’s minds on moral and religious issues 
had not been caused by Copernicus, Kepler, 
Newton, . Pasteur, Lord Kelvin, or 
their peers, but by others, who often had no 
scientific qualificatigns, but assumed the right 
to speak for the physical sciences while really 
turning into metaphysicians. Thus they 
became blind guides leading the blind; and 
that was why humanity now found itself in 
the ditch—or, worse still, in underground 
shelters, hiding from the inventions of the 
empirical sciences in the hands of men who 
had been taught that the struggle for 
existence was the supreme law of life.
